Blood of Chriſt 5 -#ot to mention any wore of their Super- 
ſtitions. Now as #his cannot be deny'd to be their Praftice, 
ſo we defere to be informed how it comes to, paſs,” Thad if. the 
Church's Senſe be indeed fo contrary to it, theſe things are 
not only thus univerſally tolerated, but encouraged, and 
there eſpecially where one would think the Roman Religion 
ſhould þeft be underſtoad;, I mean'in thoſe pluces where there

Ani he maſt tertainly be very willing to be de- 
ceived, who knows any thing of theſe matters, that can believe
